saccharide compound, and the mixture is stirred for about 60min by a high-speed 
agitator to obtain a milky lotion. The lotion can be applied to pets without 
causing undesirable effects such as oxidative discoloration, tangling of the hair, 
stickiness, hardening of the hair, etc.
